SPECIFIC CHARACTER, Cc. 


Ferruginous ROLLER, lilac-coloured beneath ; 
with blue wing-feathers and fea-green tail tip- 


ped with black.

This extremely rare bird is fuppofed to be a native 
of Africa, and is preferved in the Britifh Mufeum. 
It is nearly allied to the Oriental and Madagafcar 
Rollers, having a remarkably broad, fhort, and ftrong 
beak; but differs in color from both thofe birds. 
The plate reprefents it about a third lefs than the 
natural fize.
